Ran Alongside Mole 

“We had a special superstructure 
over the upper deck and three long 
gangways which were designed to take 
the men up to the level of the Mole as 
s00n as we got alongside. Exactly ac- 
cording to play, we ran alongside the 
Mole, approaching it on the port side, 
where we were equipped with special- 
ly-built buffers of wood two feet wide. 

“As there was nothing for us to tie 
up to we merely dropped anchor 
while the daffodil kept us against the 
Mole with her nose against the op-| 
posite side of our ship. In the fairly | 
heavy sea two of our three gangways | 
were smashed, but the third held and 
500 men swarmed up this on to the 
Mole. This gangway was two feet 
wide and 30 feet long. 

“The men who went up it included 
300 marines and 150 storming seamen 
from the Vindictive and 50 or so from 
the Daffodil. They swarmed up the 
steel gangway carrying hand grenades 
and Lewis guns. No Germans succeed- 
ed in approaching the gangway, but a 
hard hand-to-hand fight occurred 
about 200 yards up the Mole towards 
the shore, 

Pilotthouse Men Killed 

“The Vindictive's bow was pointed 
towards the shore’ so the bridge got 
the full effect of the enemy fire from 
the shore batteries. One shell explod- 
ed against the pilothouse, killing near- 
ly all {ts 10 occupants. Another burst 
in the fighting top, killing. a leuten- 
ant and elght men who were doling 
excellent work with twto pom-poms 
and four machine guns, 

“The battery of 11-inch guns at the 
end of the Mole was only 300 yards 
away and it kept trying to reach us. 
The shore batteries were also diligent. 
Only a few German shells hit our hull 
because it was well protected by the 
wall of the Mole, but the upper struc- 
ture, mast, stacks and _ ventilators 
showed above the wall and were rid- 
died. A considerable proportion of our 
casualties were caused by splinters 

from these upper works.”

The French have been driven back 
out of Hangard, but aré holding their 
positions close by, while on the line 
southwest of Ypres, the British have 
been compelled to withdraw slightly 
before furious attacks along the Met- 
eren-Bailleul-Wytschaete line, 

Wounded Americans are arriving at 
a hospital behind the lines in the 
Somme sector, showing that General 
Pershing’s men are bearing their 
share of the burden of the great bai- 
tle, 

Notwithstanding the frantic prep- 
arations by the Germans for a contin- 
uance of their drive toward Amiens 
and the extreme violence of the fight- 
ing, the gains thus far in that region 
have been small. Along the line from 
Albert south to Castel, except at Han- 
gard en Santerre, the German as- 
saults have been hurled back by the 
Allied forces, which are strongly post- 
ed on the higher ground to which 
they retired the last days of the Ger- 
man drive in Pleardy.

DEPARTMENT IS 


HELPING WHERE 
CROP IS POOR 


e Arrangements Being Made By 


Provincial Office to Aid 
Greater Production 


In order to solve the problem that 
has been met in certain parts of the 
province, where the crops were poor 
last year, owing to the drough, the 
Gepartment of agriculture is making 
arrangements to provide the farmers 
with sufficient feed for their stock. 
Directly the report came in from some 
of the district directors that are rep- 
resenting the government throughout 
the province in the interests of greater 
production, that this was 


going tol 


seriously handicap the breaking of 
greater areas for next year, the de- 
partment took up the matter with the 
result mentioned. 

The same machinery that was used 
to distribute the seed this spring will 
also be used to finance and distribute 
the feed. 

At Youngstown, where R. M. Scott 
is the director, he has found that there 
is a great lack of feed for the horses, 
and in some cases the farmers have 
not got the money to purchase it. They 
have put In all the acreage they had 
broken for wheat, but when they are 
approached in the matter of breaking 
new areas for next season's crop, they 
state that they have not the oats for 
their horses. They have barely had 
enough to put them through spring 
seeding. 

In that district horses are their 
principal] stock, most of the land being 
used for grain. 

In the Munson district there were 
good crops last year and they had 
plenty of seed for their own use, Not 
a dollar was spent by the local im- 
provement district of Munson for seed. 

The shortage of feed is especially 
felt in the Acadia district and eastern 
part of Hand Hills, It has not been 
decided what steps may be taken to 
help the farmers in the matter of 
feed. 

In Calgary, BE. BE. Brown is director 
in charge, and comés against the prob- 
lem of insufficient grazing lands. The 
farmers state that if they break up 
any more of their farms for grain they 
will have to get other grazing priv- 
ileges for their cattle or else sell them 
ott.

It is announced that hereafter 
conscientious objectors will be left 
on duty in Canada. It is to be sus- 
pected that a good many young 
men will now discover that they 
have inborn and irradicable objec- 
tions to fighting. 

Russia’s Flag. 


The conclave of anarchists at 
Moscow has decided that the new 
Russian flag is to be red. Why not 
black, or yellow, is a mystery. 
Their preference is not of great 
importance, however, even to Rus- 
sia. If Germany wins Berlin will 
decide what flag is to fly as the 
symbol of authority in the ancient 


empire of the Czars. If the Allies | 


win the selection of Russia’s flag 
will be decided by some more re- 
sponsible and respectable assemb- 
lage than the order of assassins 
who now hold sway. 


Supervision of Money Raising. 

The Board of Trade propose 
that the city council should estab- 
lish some authority to censor the 
advertising of functions held with 
the professed object of raising 
funds for patriotic and charitable 
purposes. The public should be 
given some assurance that the 
money they are thus asked for will 
really go to the object announced, 
though it may be questioned 
whether the civic or the provincial 
or Dominion authority should do 
the supervising. Dominion super- 
vision would probably be prefer- 
able in the case of functions held 
for alleged purpose of helping any 
sort of war fund, with civic sanc- 
tion of entertainments and collec- 
tions whose supposed object is to 
raise money for local and chari- 
table purposes. 


Not Needed Here, 

Premier Stewart in a recent 
speech argued the wisdom of post- 
poning as long as possible the es- 
tablishment of the county system 
in Alberta. The view will meet 
with general approval, even per- 
haps to the extent of raising the 
question of why it should ever be 
necessary. The county system as 
developed in Ontario is a costly 
addition to the machinery of gov- 
ernment which does not appear to 
perform any function that could 
not be satisfactorily performed by 
either the municipal council or the 
provincial government. By extend- 
ing the authority of the municipal 
councils as increase of population 
complicates the interests to be 
dealt with, and by keeping the 
provincial administration in close 
touch ‘with the people and the 
needs of the changing times, it is 
not apparent that it should be ever 
necessary to interpose another 
law-making or administrative body 
between them. And provided the 
results can be secured, the less 
machinery of government the bet- 
ter, 


Why the Stocks? 

It has been decided in police 
court that $400.000 worth of liquor 
stored in Edmonton warehouses 
does not involve an infraction of 
the law as laid down at the recent 
session of the legislature, so long 
as it is declared to be kept-for sale 
in Quebee, the Yukon and other re- 
mote parts of the earth where guz- 
zling is still allowed. Whether it 
involves a menace to the public 
policy of prohibition is another 


|question. It seems a rather far- 
fetched assumption that liquor 1s 
!stored in Rdmonton for sale in the 
valley of the St. Lawrence and the 
land of the midnight sun. Neither 
of those parts of Canada has been 
in the habit of drawing i1s liquid 
inspiration from Edmonton, and 
there is nothing in the process of 
commercal evolution to mark this 
city as the destined headquarters 
for their trade in fire-water. Nor 
by the most generous assumption 
of persona! capacity is it suppos- 
able that these immense reserves 
are being held for the private con- 
venience of the owners. By elimit- 
ating the improbabilities the prob- 
ability is suggested. Experience 


has shown that large visible sup- | 


plies of liquor do not help to ac- 
complish the purposes of prohibi- 
tory legislation. Experience also 
| shows that the illicit trade in this 
| province has not been killed out to 


ithe extent that would make it pru- | 


{dent to take chances on its encour- 


lagement. If the law has been com- | 
| plied with, then the situation sug- | 


gests that the law has not been 
/made to conform to the public de- 
i} mand that the sale of liquor, legal 
and illegal, shall be stopped by 
the adoption of every means ap-

liquor which seem to have no pos- 
sible reason for existence save in 
the violation of the law. 


Up to Parliament. } 

| Having made the clock lie to its 
satisfaction, Parliament might 
lnext try its hand at legislation to 
regulate the thermometer and in- 
troduce spring.

Having undertaken to revise the 
laws of nature Parliament has 
raised the question, at least in this 
part of the country, whether it 1s 
going to see the thing through by 
asserting authority over the ele- 
ments or whether it is going to 
allow the weather to rob its pur- 
pose of success. 


The Lesson of Experience. 

The Vancouver city council has 
also found it necessary to tax 
something besides the suppositious 
value of real estate, and has im- 
posed a tax on improvements. Kd- 
monton and Vancouver have in 
previous years received a great 
deal of favorable attention as the 
two cities in Canada which penal- 
ized speculation and encouraged 
improvement of property by ex- 
empting improvements from taxa- 
tion and by levying the whole re- 
quired revenue on the city lots. 
They are agreed too, after experi- 
ment, that the plan is only prac- 
ticable so long as speculation ex- 
ists. When property ceases to be 
saleable for prospective value, va- 
|eant property ceases to be depend- 
able as a source of civic revenue. 
And as the price of vacant pro- 
perty fixes the price of improved 
property, this also loses tax-pay- 
ing power as the vacant lots be- 
come unsaleable, 


Not All the Fault of War. 

It is not the war alone that has 
brought Canada’s finance to the 
impossible pass where the Govern- 
ment has to demand a billion dol- 
lars in taxes and loans from the 
public in a single year, The war 
cost has been heavy beyond all 
precedent or forecast, but the flood 
of war money brought into the 
country by war contracts and war 
prices has been in proportion. By 
no conceivable scheme of finance 
could the in-pouring stream of 
war money have been commandeer- 
ed and made to pay the war bills. 
Aut a good deal could have been 
done in that direction, Fiscal legis- 
lation was possible that would 
have taken the element of piracy 
out of the exploitation of war con- 
tracts, The rapacity of the food 
profiteers, who have made war 
conditions an opportunity to plun- 
der their countrymen, could have 
been curbed and the national trea- 
sury enriched by taxation heavy 
enough to make such operations 
unprofitable. And the expenditure 
of our war funds could have been 
regulated on the principle that 
wasting public money is cutting 
the sinews of war. The purchase 
of spavined horses and_ inferior 
boots and the carnival of plunder 
in which these were incidents, 
played a part in bringing about 
the financial condition of today, 
as did the maintenance of an army 
of safety first officers in England 
for the past three years. What has 
been done has to be paid for, and 
cannot be undone by regrets or 
recriminations. But it is due to 
common honesty to note that the 
billion dollar budget is not the 
unavoidable result of the war, but 
in part the outcome of extrava- 
gance and of the failure to take 
the spoils from the spoilsmen,

‘*German losses in killed and wounded in the great offen- 
sive amounted to no less than 600,000 men, according to reliable 
information received from Scandinavian sources, These figures, 
which are, of course, unofficial, come from trustworthy sources. 
There has been much discussion as to the motive behind the dis- 
closure of Carl Bleibreu, in Neue Europa, that the German losses 
up to the end of January this year amounted to 4,456,000 men 
killed, wounded and prisoners; excluding the navy and colonial 
troops, auxiliary forces and deaths due to sickness, Combined 
with the figures of the recent battles, Germany’s total losses now 
exceed 5,000,000, The total given by Bleibreu far exceeded any- 
thing Germany had previously admitted. There is a suggestion 
that Bleibreu’s article was intended to minimize proportionately | 
the recent losses on the western front, which are causing serious | 
disturbances in Germany.
